Like all good J ibes, this one hit the truth 
~ n ot a temporary truth about Senate Demo­ 
crats but a lasting truth about strong party 
leadership. Sen, J ohnson is the Senate’s most 
influential policy maker since the late Robert 
A 
Taft of Ohio. 
There were Republican senators who re­ 
sented Taft’s domination of policy , too. But 
he dominated his party and the Senate in his 
day by virtue of intellect, character and tire­ 
less zeal for doing his legisla tive homework. 
These are J ohnson’s trade secrets. 
If any thing happens to him. there will be 
the sam e void that Taft left when he died 
unex pectedly in 1953 No one could fill the 
Ohioan’s shoes — not 
Sen. 
Knowland 
or 
Sen, Dirk.sen. 
But as long as J ohnson fills his own shoes, 
he will be sniped at by associates who are 
J ealous of his power and his prerogatives. 
This is one of the oldest stories in politics. 
Rut in the United States the story alway s has 
a special twist. 


All rights of revolution against “ colonial­ 
ism ” are reserved in this country . Sen. J ohn­ 


son’s party leadership can be overthrown 
whenever his 
opponents 
can 
put together 
enough votes to topple him. It happened as 
recently as the beginning of the first session 
of the 8 6th Congress, when dissatisfied Re­ 
publicans in the House of Representatives re­ 
placed J oseph W Martin as their leader 
It can happen any time; it does happen 
all the time. 
It is the trademark of organization politics 
in this country —• the proof of the flex ibility 
that theoretically makes 
the party sy stem 
responsive to changing times. 
Whenever strong men entrench them selves 
in America, it is a double omen. It means, 
first, that there is party power worth hav­ 
ing and, second, that there will be a contest 
for the power. But the contest will not be 
successful unless the people who can decide 
the outcome with their votes want to over­ 
throw one leader in the hope of getting an­ 
other, who immediately will try to be even 
stronger than 
his 
predecessor. 
Or as Senate Democrats might choose to 
say it. “ Ly ndon J ohnson is strong. Long may 
he weaken.”

cleaner. The effect might be to put all pol­ 


iticians on the defensive, but it isn’t. 


They m erely think up new way s to get 


around the intent of all ex isting la ws and 
reduce to futility the theory of all proposed 
laws. Yet. there is an urgent need in the 
United States for la ws to keep individuals 
and organizations from buy ing elections. This 
is the dirty part of politics that n e e d s 
cleaning. 
There could be such a law if politicians 
really wanted one. Their trouble is that they 
want a law which wouW catch the 
other 
politician and not themselves. They 
lea ve 
loopholes for safety , then every body uses 
the loopholes. 
A loophole-free law would specify that the 
money outlay for any candidate could not 
ex ceed a specified amount per total votes 
cast for the candidate and his opponent and 


that the candidate, himself, would be held 
responsible for ex cess spending. He could be 
fined and J udged if spending got out of hand. 
Every office-seeker would have to give his 
official sanction to all ex penditures in his 
behalf. It would eliminate in one move the 
dodge of compartmenting political ex pendi­ 
tures—so much by the candidate, so much 
by this committee, so much by that com- 
mitte, so much by this organization and so 
much 
by that organization. 
It would do 
away with the slippery practice of causing 
som e spending to be reported while other 
spending went unreported. 
In short, it would clean up the 
shady 
practice of buy ing elections and bidding to 
buy them. That is why the legislators who 
lode after this delica te problem will not 
touch the proposal with a 10-foot poll, or a 
public opinion poll, whichever seem s safer. 
If they set a trap with such big 
sharp 
teeth in it, their own leg might get caught 
in it first.

THE LOCAL BOSSES, of course, 
have succeeded in repea ling. the 
primary laws in m a n y states. 
The allegation is that the primary 
elections take too much of the 
candidate's t i m e . Yet. as was 
pointed out on the sa m e television 
program, the Missouri senator last 
autumn traveled about 32,000 miles 
and spoke in 22 states 
Mr. Sy mington 
ex plained 
that, 
when he ran for re-election 
as 
senator in 1958 . many colleagues 
from other sta tes ca m e lo Mis­ 
souri to help him. He added: 
“ Therefore, when I am asked to 
go around and help 
the 
Demo­ 
cratic party at fund-raising 
din­ 
ners and others, why . I do. Now 
specifically answering y our ques­ 
tion, I aim not actively seeking 
delegates at this time. I am in­ 
terested in the general subject” 
It, of course, takes a lot of time 
to travel to 22 sta tes and certainly 
fund 
raising 
is 
important 
but 
isn’t it more important to give the 
people a chance to vote in a pri­ 
mary election as to wUch candi­ 
date they prefer to ha ve nominated 
at their national conventions? 
Vice President Nix on is a busy 
man and at present doesn’t seem to 
have any opposition for the Repub­ 
lican nomination but he announced 
this week, through his press sec­ 
retary . that he would enter the 
primary in New Hampshire and his 
name will go on the baUot in other 
states.

Governments are snipping away 
the red tape that long has snarled 
m a n’s right, to travel 
Passports are becoming easier 
to get and some countries have 
made them unnecessary in cer­ 
tain circumstances. 
Citizens of Denmark, Norway , 
Sweden. 
Finland 
and 
Iceland 
now travel freely to one another’s 
countries without passports. Bel­ 
gium, The Netherlands and Lux ­ 
embourg have arranged a similar 
sy stem . So have such traditional 
enem ies as FYance and Germany , 
as well as Greece and Turkey . 
Americans 
need 
only 
a 
travel 
card to enter many Latin Ameri­ 
can countries. 
Little by little the world seem s 
to be moving toward the ideal 
envisioned by the late British For­ 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin, who 
looked toward the day when he 
could “ go down to Victoria Sta­ 
tion, get a railway ticket and go 
where I like without a passport 
or any thing” 
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Illinois Sen Paul Douglas got off a first- 
rate wisecrack when he said 
most of his 
Democratic colleagues liked to live under the 
"political colonialism" of the party’s Senate 
leader, Lyndon Johnson of Texas. 
Like all good jibes, this one hit the truth 
—not a temporary truth about Senate Demo­ 
crats but a lasting truth about strong party 
leadership. Sen. Johnson is the Senate's most 
influential policy maker since the late Robert 
A 
Taft of Ohio. 
There were Republican senators who re­ 
sented Taft’s domination of policy, too But 
he dominated his party and the Senate in his 
day by virtue of intellect, character and tire­ 
less zeal for doing his legislative homework. 
These are Johnson’s trade secrets. 
If anything happens to him, there will be 
♦he same void that Taft left when he died 
unexpectedly in 1953 No one could fill the 
Ohioan’s shoes — not 
Sen. 
Knowland 
or 
Sen Dirksen. 
But as long as Johnson fills his own shoes, 
he will be sniped at by associates who are 
jealous of his power and his prerogatives. 
This is one of the oldest stories in politics. 
But in the United States the story always has 
a special twist. 


All rights of revolution against "colonial­ 
ism" are reserved in this country Sen John­ 
son's party leadership can he overthrown 
whenever his opponents can put together 
enough votes to topple him It happened as 
recently as the beginning of the first session 
of the R6th Congress, when dissatisfied Re­ 
publicans in the House of Representatives re­ 
placed Joseph W Martin as their leader 
It can happen any time; it does happen 
all the time. 
It is the trademark of organization politics 
in this country — the proof of the flexibility 
that theoretically makes the party system 
responsive to changing times. 
Whenever strong men entrench themselves 
In America, it is a double omen It means, 
first, that there is party power worth hav­ 
ing and, second, that there will be a contest 
for the power. But the contest will not he 
successful unless the people who can decide • 
the outcome with their votes want to over­ 
throw one leader in the hope of getting an­ 
other. who immediately will try to be even 
stronger than his predecessor. 
Or as Senate Democrats might choose to 
say it. "Lyndon Johnson is strong Long may 
he weaken." 
> 


Politics Will Be Cleaner When 


One of the regular events before a national 


election 
is 
a proposal 
to make politics 


cleaner. The effect might be to put all pol­ 


iticians on the defensive, but it isn’t. 


They merely think up new ways to get 
around the intent of all existing laws and 
reduce to futility the theory of all proposed 
laws. Yet, there is an urgent need in the 
United States for laws to keep individuals 
and organizations from buying elections. This 
Is the dirty part of politics that n e e d s 
cleaning 
There could he such a law if politicians 
really wanted one Their trouble is that they 
want a law which would catch the 
other 
politician and not themselves. They 
leave 
loopholes for safety, then everybody uses 
the loopholes. 
A loophole-free law would specify that the 
money outlay for any candidate could not 
exceed a specified amount per total votes 
cast for the candidate and his opponent and 


that the candidate, himself, would be held 
responsible for excess spending. He could be 
fined and judged if spending got out of hand. 
Every office-seeker would have to give his 
official sanction to all expenditures in his 
behalf. It would eliminate in one move the 
dodge of compartmenting political expendi­ 
tures—so much by the candidate, so much 
by this committee, so much by that com­ 
mute, so much by this organization and so 
much 
by that organization. 
It would do 
away with the slippery practice of causing 
some spending to be reported while other 
spending went unreported. 
In short, it would clean up the 
shady 
practice of buying elections and bidding to 
buy them That is why the legislators who 
look after this delicate problem will not 
touch the proposal with a 10-foot poll, or a 
public opinion poll, whichever seems safer. 
lf they set a trap with such big 
sharp 
teeth in it, their own leg might get caught 
in it first.

Fat And Happy Mood

WASHINGTON 
For many weeks this country has 
been in a kind of fat and happy 
mood The feeling has been grow­ 
ing ever since Premier N i k i t a 
Khrushchev came here last fall, 
talking of peace and reducing ten­ 
sions. 
Time may prove this relaxed 
national attitude was justified. Or. 
in the end, it may turn out to be 
an illusion and a great, if not 
fatal, 
mistake. 
Americans 
will 
feel 
they 
were 
humbugged 
by 
propaganda if events take a sour 
turn. 
But the present American mood 
will probably become even more 
visible in the light of Khrush­ 
chev’s announcement that the So­ 
viets plan 
a 
big 
cut 
in 
their 
armed forces. 
The deeper this attitude grows, 
and the longer it lasts in this elec­ 
tion year, the tougher it will be 
for the Democratic candidates to 
make the presidential race excit­ 
ing. 
President 
Eisenhower's 
news 
conference Wednesday was a good 
example of the present un-tense 
feeling. It was — except -for one 
Eisenhower flareup over a polit­ 
ical question—an easy, amicable, 
and at times humorous confer­ 
ence. 
The questions asked the Presi­ 
dent, and his answers, were all 
pitched in a low key. 
This 
same 
we're-not-in-a-race- 
against-disaster attitude was re­ 
flected in Eisenhower’s State of 
the Union Message to Congress 
last week He talked of peace and 
prosperity but only in a general 
way of legislation he wanted. 
In other ways since Khrush­ 
chev’s visit Eisenhower has acted 
like a man who feels he can sit 
back and take it a bit easy. For 
example: His December journey 
to three continents. 
Now, with Congress back on the 


job hardly a week. Eisenhower is 
planning a brief Western vacation 
and then a goodwill Latin-Amer- 
ican tour, all preliminary to a 
summit meeting in May. 
The Soviets, for their part, have 
been deliberately less hostile since 
Khrushchev returned home. This 
new Soviet restraint is, of course, 
part of Khrushchev’s program for 
taking 
some 
heat 
out 
of 
the 
earth’s atmosphere. 
He’s still working at it. 
While here he proposed world 
disarmament, 
a 
problem 
which 
can’t be tackled or solved over­ 
night, Thursday 
in 
Moscow 
he 
told the Supreme Soviet (Parlia­ 
ment) Russia will go ahead with 
disarmament without waiting for 
the Western powers. 
This one act would fry several 
kinds of Soviet fish: It would de­ 
crease international jitters a bit 
more, be good Soviet propaganda 
in showing good will, and free a 
lot of husky men who could be 
used in industry to boost produc­ 
tion — or on farms to provide 
more food 
Any such Soviet move will cre­ 
ate problems for Eisenhower and 
the Democratic-run Congress. If 
it turns out the government is still 
too suspicious of the Soviet Union 
to do any more military cutting 
here, at least there will be lots of 
conversation 
Usually, by the time a presi­ 
dential 
campaign 
year 
rolls 
around, enough national and inter­ 
national pressures have piled up 
to give politics a zing and the 
politicians a lot of arguments. 
If the current mood of relaxa­ 
tion continues, the Democrats will 
have a time trying to get the vot­ 
ers steamed up on international 
problems. They’ll have to look for 
excitement in doings at home 
But, if the country remains in 
high 
prosperity, 
that 
will

tough, too.

To aid vendors in filing sales 
tax returns for the last half of 1959, 
the State Department of Taxation 
will have examiners stationed in 
5 Columbiana County communities 
Jan. 26-29 
The deadline for the 
reports is Jan 31. 
An agent will be at Wellsville 
City Hall Tuesday, Jan 26, and at 
East Liverpool City Hall the next 
days, Jan 27, Jan. 28 and Jan. 
29. 
At the same time, agents will 
be on duty in three other com­ 
munities. The schedule is: Jan. 27,

LISBON — With many farm and 
town residents asking questions 
about the conservation reserve, its 
objectives and how it fits into the 
national farm program, Chairman 
I Clifford Shaw of the Columbiana 
, County Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Committee today 
gave the following answers to some 
of the questions most commonly 
asked. 
What is the purpose of the con- 
I servation reserve? Its mam pur­ 
pose is to withdraw cropland from 
production for the present and thus 
help oheck surpluses that h u r t 
farm prices and income. At the 
same time it assures that the acres 
taken out of production are de­ 
voted to conservation uses. 
Is this the same program that is 
sometimes called the soil bai*? 
Yes. The soil bank originally had 
two parts. There was the acreage 
reserve, which applied to a few 
main crops, and the conservation 
reserve, which applies to t o t a l 
cropland. The acreage reserve was 
discontinued and the conservation 
reserve is now the entire soil bank 
program. 
How is the program carried out? 
Through contracts voluntarily en­ 
tered into between farmers and 
the government. The farmer agrees 
to hold specific land out of produc­ 
tion and devote it to conservation 
uses. The government makes an 
annual per-acre payment to the 
farmer for the life of the contract 
and pays part of the cost of estab­ 
lishing grass, trees or some other 
conservation use on the land. 
Is all farmland eligible to be 
put in the conservation reserve? 
No. It must be classed as crop­ 
land and, generally speaking, must 
have produced a crop or been in 
a regular crop rotation during the 
year immediately preceding the 
first year of the contract. 
May a farmer put all his crop­ 
land in the conservation reserve? 
Yes. In fact, that is encouraged, 
because it leaves no cropland avail­ 
able on the farm and thus as­ 
sures reduced production. Hie fam­ 
ily may continue to live on the 
farm and use the non-cropland, 
such as permanent pasture or or­ 
chard land. The government pay­ 
ment provides some income and 
the family keeps full control of 
the management of the farm. 
What does a farmer do for the 
payment he receives? To h e l p 
check surpluses in the national in­ 
terest, the fanner gives up the op­ 
portunity he might have to make 
more money by farming the land. 
Also, he goes to considerable ex­ 
pense in carrying out a conserva­ 
tion practice on the land to pro­ 
tect it. 
Are many farmers willing to do 
this? In each of the last two years, 
more fanners have applied for 
contracts than could be accepted 
within available funds. 
Does the program help non-farm 
people in any way? Yes, it does. 
Accumulation of farm surpluses is 
wasteful for everyone — urban as 
well as farm people. Hie conser­ 
vation reserve helps prevent this. 
It also protects that land so that

They 
will allow a maximum of 2 hours’ 
parking, accepting IO pennies, 2 
nickels or a dime. 


consumers can be sure of abund­ 
ant food and fiber in the future. 
An immediate benefit to urban peo­ 
ple is the fact that the program 
encourages better conditions for 
wildlife and thus provides hunting 
and fishing for sportsmen. 
What about the cost of the pro­ 
gram? For all the land in the pro­ 
gram through the 1959 crop sea­ 
son, the rental payment per acre 
averages $11.53 Payments range 
from a low of about $6 an acre to 
a high of $25, and a substantial 
amount of high-producing land has 
been placed in the program. 
la the program getting results? 
The results to date are encour­ 
aging. The amount of land in the 
conservation reserve in 1960 will 
amount to more than 6 per cent of 
the country’s total cropland and an 
even higher percentage of the land 
normally devoted to crops. A sur­ 
vey shows that this land would 
normally have produced l a r g e 
quantities of leading crops, espec­ 
ially corn, oats, grain sorghum, 
wheat, barley and soybeans, to add 
to existing surpluses.
